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Correction in Announcement of 
Examination for Technicians. 


Attention is directed to an error in the 
announcement of the examination for 
technician which appeared in BULLETIN of 
November 17. The dates for the examina- 
tion in Los Angeles and Berkeley were 
transposed; it should have read Decem- 
ber 19th in Los Angeles and December 
21st in Berkeley. 


The following notices just received 
from the Press Service, Office of In- 
formation, United States Department of 
- Agriculture, should be of vital interest 
to housewives, housekeepers, and other 
‘consumers: 


“Artificially Colored and Flavored 
Powders Should Not Be Labeled 
As True Fruit Products. 

“A nation-wide survey of gelatin des- 
sert powders shows that many of these 
articles are misbranded in violation of 
the Federal Food and Drugs Act. De- 
signs of fruit, names of fruits, and state- 
ments regarding fruit or fruit juice lead 
purchasers to believe that the articles 
are real fruit products, whereas in prac- 
tically all cases they contain no fruit juice 
but are merely fruit flavored or artifi- 
cially flavored and artificially colored. 
No objection is made to these products 
because they contain true fruit flavor or 
imitation fruit flavor in place of fruit or 


fruit juice, but the law requires that they, 
in common with other food products, shall 


bear no false or misleading statements or 


designs. 

“It is held that the label Jelly Powder’ 
is inappropriate for. preparations of this 
type. The term ‘Gelatin Dessert’ is, in 


our opinion, an appropriate description 


of them under the law. When acid is 
added to these articles which contain fruit 
flavor, the added acid should be plainly 
and conspicuously declared on the label 
in close conjunction with the name. 
Artificial color, if present, should also be 
declared.. If the products are labeled as 
containing fruit flavors, the flavors pres- 
ent should be derived wholly and without 
material chemical change from the fruits 
named in the labeling and a sufficient 
quantity of them should be used so that 
the flavor named can be readily identified 
in the finished product. The flavor should 
be mentioned in a specific way as ‘Straw- 


berry. F lavor’ and not merely ‘Straw- 


berry. If imitation fruit flavors are 


employed in any proportion whatsoever, 


the flavor should not be designated as 
fruit flavor without suitable modifica- 
tion. It is usually necessary in such in- 
stances to designate the flavor as imita- 
tion, as for instance, ‘Imitation Straw- 
berry Flavor,’ all words being displayed 
with the same prominence. These prod- 
ucts, in common with other food in 
package form, should be labeled with a 
plain and conspicuous statement of 
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quantity of contents. The labels of these 
products should be free from any other 


statements not specifically referred to 


above, which may be false or misleading 
in. any particular.” 

“Food Officials Find Many. 

Pectin Preparations ‘Misbranded. 

“A nation-wide | survey of preparations 
consisting of pectin, either in dry or 
liquid form, flavored with true fruit or 
artificial flavors, with or without artificial 
color, shows that many of these articles 
are misbranded 3 in violation of the Federal 
Food and Drugs Act. Designs of fruit, 
names of fruits, and statements regard- 
ing fruit or fruit juice lead purchasers 
to believe that the articles are real fruit 
products, whereas in practically all cases 


they contain no fruit juice but are merely. 
fruit flavored or artificially flavored and | 


artificially colored. No objection is made 
to these products because they contain 


true fruit flavor or imitation fruit flavor 


in place of fruit or fruit juice, but the 
law requires that they, in common with 
other food products, shall bear no false 


or misleading statements or designs. 


“These products will not make jelly as 
alleged in many instances. Jelly is recog- 
nized and defined as a product made 
from fruit juice and sugar only. Ex- 
pressions such as ‘Jelly Powder, ‘Makes 


Delicious Home Made Jelly,’ ‘No Fruit} 


Juice Required, or other expressions 


which lead the purchaser to believe that 
the product will make fruit jelly or con- 


tains fruit juice are considered mislead- 
ing. Additional sugar is always re- 


quired in the making of the finished 
product; therefore the explanatory -state- 


ment “To use with sugar for making 
imitation jelly’ should be made on the 
label. The word ‘jelly’ when used as 
the name of the finished product should 
always be preceded by the adjective ‘Imi- 
tation’ wherever it occurs on the labels 
or circulars accompanying the products. 


~ When acid is added to these articles which 


contain fruit or imitation fruit flavor, 
the added acid should be plainly and con- 
spicuously declared on the label in close 
conjunction with the name. Artificial 
color, if present, should also be declared. 
If the products are labeled as contain- 
ing fruit flavors, the flavors present should 
be derived wholly and without material 
chemical change from the fruits named 
in the labeling and a sufficient quantity 
of them should be used so that the flavor 
named can be readily identified in the 
finished product. The flavor should be 


‘mentioned in a specific way as ‘Straw-| 
berry Flavor’ and not merely ‘Straw- 


berry.’ If imitation fruit flavors are 
employed in any proportion whatsoever 


the flavor should not be designated as 


fruit flavor without suitable modification. 


| It is usually necessary in such instances 


to designate the flavor as imitation, as 
for instance, ‘Imitation Strawberry 
Flavor,’ all words. being displayed with 
the same prominence. These products, 
in common with other food in package 
form, should be labeled with a plain and 
conspicuous statement of quantity of con- 
tents. The labels of these products should 
be free from any other statements not 
specifically referred to above, which may 
be false or. misleading. in any particular.” 


INFANT CARE LETTER No. Ix 
Ninth Month 
My Dear Mrs. | 


Your baby is now able to sit alone. 
This does not mean, however, that he does 
not need good support for his back. It 
is important that his high chair, nursery 
chair, and buggy all give him comfortable 
back support. Never leave him in his 


high chair longer than is necessary to 
feed him. 


If possible have a properly 
adjusted foot rest added to his chair so 
that he may sit with firm support. In 
carrying him hold him with his back well 
suupported by your arm or hand. In this 
way you will avoid muscle strains and 
over fatigue. 

Baby is now getting 4 feedings a day, 
with orange juice twice between and 
water to drink. If he is not having sun 
baths he should be getting cod liver oil 
as previously directed. During this month 
you may begin giving yolk of egg 2 or 
3 times a week with one feeding. It is 
usually best given mixed with his vege- 
table feeding. Give only a teaspoonful at 
first and gradually increase to the whole 
yolk of a coddled or soft boiled egg. 
Later the white can be added gradually. 
You may expect him now to begin climb- 
ing up by objects and standing for a 
moment. He will bang a spoon or rattle 
on the table, will drop objects and then 
look for them and will probably imitate 
a good many simple things he sees others 
do, such as peek-a-boo and pat-a-cake. 
He will probably say a few simple sylla- 
bles and should have as many as four 
teeth. If he has not cut any teeth by 
this time you had best call your doctor’s — 
attention to this fact. It may not be of 
concern but usually means that bony de- 
velopment is somewhat delayed.

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Immunize 2500 
Siskiyou Children. 


With the full and assist- 
ance of the Siskiyou County Medical 
Society .a county-wide campaign of 
immunization against diphtheria was 
carried on recently. Miss Florence 
Ames, a public health nurse connected 
with the California State Department 
of Public Health was active in this 
work and was helped greatly by Dr. 


Paul Barron of Dorris and Doctors. 
Tebbe and Nutting of Weed. Nearly 
2500 children received the toxin anti- 


toxin. . The following from Miss 
Ames’. ‘report gives detailed informa- 
tion of the campaign: 


“The school trustees in each community were 
consulted and consent obtained to hold. the 


immunization clinics at the school house. 


Talks were given on diphtheria immunization 


to the grammar school children from the 5th 


to 8th grades, emphasizing the importance of 
immunization of pre-school and younger chil- 
dren. Diphtheria immunization was offered 
to pre-school and “chor iygad school children, 
provided a request blank sent to the parents 
through the school was signed by the parents. 
The cost per child was 25 cents which covered 
the cost of toxin-antitoxin and all overhead 
expenses incurred in the operation of the 
clinic. A definite date and hour was set for 
holding the clinic, one day each week, for four 
weeks in each community. Pre-school children 
were scheduled to be taken in a group prior 
to the school children. School children were 
scheduled by grades without recess interrup- 
tions. By following this schedule, the physi- 
cians were able to immunize from three hun- 
dred to four hundred children per hour. Clin-
